pag^e 9 ) questionnaire to each of the two hundred-sixty profess- 
ors, in the College of/ Education. The responses that were return- 

indicated a g/eat ' interes t among the faculty members to have 
good educational video tape material that they could use for 
classroom vi;g^ij{g. \ * 

Wan (1) article by E. De Alton Partridge, the .impor- . 
tance oy television in^ education was well described. ^ 

"There is reason to believ^^that teleV^isiov4^ one of the 
)St effective means of human communication. It is graphic; 
't^is immediate;' it is widesprqad. It ^n project the }\uman 
'pefsQfta,lity great distances and magnify Its influence many ' 
times. Today we know that it can, /with great ef f fectiveriess , 
sperform some . functions in the teaching-; process . /Certainly 
' those who prepare teachers shoul'^'not ignore thiW dramatic 
new medifim. Organized education depends upon human commun- ^ 
,icat4.6n. If the younger generation is to learn troirf the oldex 
methods must be available for transmitting ideas/ and infor- 
mation from teacher to learner. When any system qf communi- 
cation becomes , available to a large' proportion of 'th/e popula- 
tion it become^s a potential force in education.! In the past . 
this has happened with the spoken word, ^the written wDrd, 
printing, motion pictures, and radio.. It is liabpening with 
television. If television is^ to play an impoVtant part in 
♦the education for the ' future; and if, as many believe, the 
-role of the teacher is to be altered by this electronic de- 
'^ice; then:- colleges and universities that pre^arfe teac'hers 
.must be coneerned about it. Television is "here to stay,** 
, and educators ^mlist recognize it as a fo.rce and as a possible 
ally in a gigantic undertaking."

" First, among college faculty mejnbers 
with many ylears of experience^ there are si 
ard individuality in ins tract ion . They 
ndividual systems of instruction. 

Although there are numerous films^ slides, film s trips 
and video t^pes\for most general courts offeVed in colleges, 
very few instructors wil,l accept a professionally prepared 
presentation a5 completely, adequate .for their own ;personal 
courses. Pa^rts of such mat erial ymight be accepte<i, but cer- 
tain segments or sequences of sjsfgments will be re'jected. 

Keeping these observatiodis in m^nd, one can assume that, 
with proper motivation, a faulty member can be encouraged 
to develop his bwn presentation on video tape ^which would sat- 
isfy be"^er his individual/ ne'feds and/or the college, depart- 
mental needs. I / ^ ^ 

Second, we are using a systems approach to learning 
with specific! behavioiral objectives for ^ach unit of each 
course. The jprof essionally prepared materials in most curri- 
culum areas cover broad courses or units in their entirety - 
ins'tead of specific units in dejith. ^ There is very little 
commercial matlerial available which can be used for* direct 
studdnt learning of a- particular objective without supplemen- 
tal aids . .

.Third, Although commercially prepared programs ar0 
usually neat, Smooth, and educationally sounds another school . 
lof thought cont^ends that the experienc'e- of vie\>ring the pre- 
sentation will be -more meaningful to the student if the* setting 
is ift the local! environment , and the instructor is involved

Thus a faculty member con- 
sistently evolves \a more effective instructional system.

It 
suggested that' we be able to tape more guest -speakers than 
we ar^ presently doi^ig. One member of the faculty was inter- 
ested in having tapes of various transpersonal teaching tech- 
niques; such as, fantasy journeys, ^felaxation and b'io-f eedback.

We do not have facil- 
ities^fcTr doing much creative viork. that we^should-'be doing 
if we ^are to off dr more in leaxning hojv to us^^inuch c^n- * , 
temporary technology. *The threat of law ^Mits has caused' 
us to discontinue' copying much creative work now available 
on radio, television, and in filmj^. This closecf avenues to 
contemporary art ,^ technology^/aiid ^Learning. If we are to 
overcome these limi^atiojis so \tha^ we 'may-tio creative teach 
ing, this university jieeds to beg'in .a program i^of assistance 
direction, and leadership which nutures tlie creative talent 
engaged in the educa^Lional e/n-terpriseT Here and -there we 
have some, departments' which axe concerned i^ith media. 
Hojwever,twe do not have an integrated program and enough 
laboratories for working with media. Students and staff" 
need to be abre to work with television, radio, film and* 
other types of media in laboratories. Qur production- 
here has progressed very little in the-last seven or eight 
years. Our studerks go into jobs in public school^ almost 
Ignorant and with li±tLe or no practice iir*usinjg^ television 
^r^dio, motion picture\ films, computer- graphics, theater^ 
md/or other forms of ^^xpanding the classroom and the 
education enterprise. This is an unfortunate situation."

Dr. Carroll explained their course called "TV Production Tech- 

liiques for Teachers at the University of bres^n." He stated,
